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THK LATOJilA DERBY. 

It is to the credit of the Latonia Jockey Club 
that the horse that wins a Latonia Derby has 
to do it over the proper course of a mile and a 
half, and it is pleasing to know that a good 
field is likely to go to the post for the event this 
year. Commenting on this feature a Cincinnati 
newspaper says: 

“At present there are fifty or more colts eligible 
to this event. A field of ten at least should go to 
the post when the bugle blows for this year’s 
race. The largest field that has ever tried for 
this race was in 1893, when Buck McCann fin- 
ished in front of seven others. 

“The cream of western tliree-year-olds are 
eligible to start in this year's race, and the win- 
ner should take rank with Libretto, Los An- 
geles, Hindoocraft, Bill Letcher, Kingman, 
Newton, Buck McCann, Lazzarone, Halma, Ben 
Brush, Ornament, Han d’Or and Prince Mc- 
Clurg, the former winners of this great race. 

“This year’s Derby will be worth nearly $6,500 
to the winner. This in itself is a prize that 
stands second to but one in the middle west. 

“Up to the present no Lazzarone, Halma, Ben 
Brush or Ornament has made his bow before the 
public. The winners of the two Derbys run so 
far this year have not shown themselves to be 
world-beaters. Prince of Veronia did not start 
as a two-year-old. His three-year-old perform- 
ances were not of the kind to stamp him as a 
colt of the first class. However, he is not 
eligible to any of the three-year-old events up 
the line in the middle west. Florizar, the win- 
ner of the Tennessee Derby, has had his ups and 
downs in his racing career. While his win 
looked brilliant on the surface, his past per- 
formances are against him, especially as some 
very common two-year-olds made him look very 
cheap in very ordinary company last year. 
However, Monday's race exposes two points, 
one of which will be verified before the summer j 
rolls around— either Florizar is a magnificent 
race horse or F. W. Brode, The Conqueror II., 
Thrive and Arthur Behan are a very common lot. 

“Reports from the Falls City have it that Lieu- 
tenant Gibson is going great guns and that he 
is a cinch for the Louisville race. Whether 
Gibson is a wonder or not the check for the big 
end of the purse in the Latonia event is is not 
as yet deposited to the credit of C. H. Smith, 
Gibson's owner. There is a colt at Latonia 
which in his early two-year-old form gave great 
promise of being the horse of the year till he 
began ailing. In the fall the colt St. Ivor 
rounded to and showed some of the speed he 
had displayed in the spring, and won several 
good races. 

“The colt is a big, lusty brown and a good 
‘doer.’ He is in Ace Rutledge's hands, and a 
more capable or painstaking trainer would be 
hard to find. St. Ivor is going along at a rate 
that many trainers who are now at Latonia 
think that Mr. Rutledge will have the honor of 
training and owning a Derby winner.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Jake Marklein has thus far done better with 
his youngsters than any other owner at Mont- 
gomery Park. Every one that he has sent to 
the post has been returned a winner. He has 
not won many races with them, it is true, but he 
has more to his credit in’ bank as a result of his 
good judgment in picking out yearlings— as far 
as the present season is concerned — than any 
other trainer at the track. Some of the others 
may have better two-year-olds than Jake has de- 
veloped, but the Cincinnatian has the “Indian 
sign” on his fellow owners and trainers. He 
has got something like $5,000 out of his young- 
sters, and the season is yet in its infancy. After 
winning one race each with The Mecca and Harry 
Pulliam he sold that pair for $4,200. He has one 
in his present string that he considers worth 
more than the pair named together, Garry 
Hermann. The ex-marketmaster says that this 
colt has shown to be better than any horse he 
has ever had or handled, and when it is remem- 
bered that among those which he has handled 
were Malvolio, the best two-year-old out in the 
west, in his year, and Leo Lake, for which 
he received from as good a judge of horseflesh 
as Ed Corrigan $6,000 in cash, at the very outset 
of the Leonatus colt’s career, it may be 
understood what an exalted opinion he has of 
the son of Esher and Silk Gown. That his good 
opinion is shared by at least one other owner is 
attested by the fact that W. H. Laudeman 
offered him $5,000 for the colt, an offer that was 
declined. He has in his string two others, 
among those which have not started, which he 
pronounces good colts and two that he consid- 
ers fair ones. 

At the beginning of the Memphis meeting the 
Cincinnatian had in his stable the three-year- 
old Schnell-laufer, which he purchased from the 
Schorrs, and eight two-year-olds, five of these, 
including Schnell-laufer, have started at Mem- 
phis, and every one of them has earned brackets. 
Their combined earnings were $1,400. so that 
Jake has thus early realized from his stable 
$5,600, which is better than any other owner at 
the track has done.— Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Although fast and a promising colt, Star 
Bright did not show up well enough to justify 
Mr. Madden in remaining at Louisville and 
starting him in the Kentucky Derby. Mr. Mad- 
den took east with him eleven of his own horses 
and a few belonging to other men which have 
shown well in their work at the Downs. The 
most prominent of those taken to New York by 
Mr. Madden were Kilmarnock and Gulden. In 
the two-year-old division that he took east with 
him were some very promising colts, but no 
Hamburgs or Plaudits, so he says,
